This league concluded, the Lordede Diguiers 


marched his armie intothe fielde, and with his can- - 


nons laid fiegeto,and battered the fortreſſe of Auxon- 
ne, (ituate on the riuer of Roſne, right ouer agaynſt 
Mont-de-limart and tooke the ſame by affault,the fifth 
of Ianuarie, The Capraine of the ſayd fort was{laine, 
and. all his men who were within the fort with him. 
By theſe ſurpriſes the forces of the Lorde of Efam- 
baud, Gouernour for thoſe of rhe reformed religion, 
in Viuares, followed and marched afterthe forces of 
the Lord de Diguiers, which before was not poſlible 
for him to doe. | 
From thence the Lorde of Diguiers went to lay 
ſiege to the holde of Coullonſelles in che the Coun- 
tic of Grignan,which hold hetooke by aſſaulr.The go- 
ucrnour of the holde he hanged, and pur al his men 
to the edge of the ſword,one onely ſaued ypon condi- 
tion,that he ſhould pay all the expenſes that the whole 
armic had beene atin the ſame place. _ ; 
Departing from thence, hetoke his way ſtraight to 
the Countie of Veyaſcin: he was no ſooner there, but 
the holdes of Bannyes , of Tranſly, leBouſche}, Ra- 
chcrinchez, and Rocheguardes ycelded, before the 
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candn'euerplayed vpon them.” oY 

Going on further, hee wentto beſicge Camarer, a 
place very well fortified in theſaidcountie diſtant ſome 
rwomiles from Orenge,the which yeelded,neuer ſtay. 
ingtill che aſſuulewas made, vpon condition: that the 
ſould:ours and inhabitants thereof ſhould haue their 
lives graunted. | | 

From rhence hce came to Vacqueyras, which was 
ycelded vpalſo to him by compoſition. Aﬀertharhee 
wenttothe hold of Aubignan, which likewiſe yeelded 
ſceingthecannon.The whole campe ſoiourned there 
- rennedayes to refreſh che ſouldiours. Thither came 
the deputies ofthe Covntrierodemaunda truce, but 
could doenogoad inthe matter. 

The Lord de Digniers departing from thence went 
to beliege another hold, called Cayranne; which was 
taken by affaulr. The gonernour thereofbeing an Ita- 
lan was hanged, and all bis men were putto the ſword 
ot hangedeuery one, ; Andbyand byfrom cuerie place 
of the Countrie catne the gonernors, and brought vn- 

'tohim theirkeyes, thatis ro-ſay,from Racſlel, S. Ro- 
mans, Ville dicu, Boiffon, Mirabel,le Paymerart,and S, 
Romaner,& my Lordwenrto beltege Molans,a place 
verie well fortified, where are alfo-Caſtcls th:tarc very 

ſtrong. Thecanuo plaied 3 00.timesagain!t their wals, 
and yet ſti they held out, defending the afſaulre; The 
deputies of theſaid countte were preſent at the ſame 

'time,when theſaid place was take byaſſault,250.men 
being ſlaineia the combat. The Lord of the ſaid place 
'had his hfeſauedpaying 1000. French crowns for ri- 

"fome: yethis houſe & al the rown was ſacked beſides, 

The Lord of Diguicrs ſtraicely commaunded by the 
Lord Alphonſus, Collonelland commander generall 
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for the King in Daulpm&todraw neereto Grenoble, 

wherher heewas looked for to.come.,, toconclude a 
trucefor the ſaid Prouince, lodged his armie inthe. 
townes of the ſaid county,that he had taken in,8 went. 
to Nyons,where theDepuries of the ſayd. County did 
intreate with him to accord a truce for 25000.French 
crownes to be paicear one-paiment,and 2000, Franks 
of contribution to bepaid eucrie monethto the Lord 
of Blacons,for the entertaining. of the garriſon of O- 

renge. And thatall tlic holdes thatthe Lord of the ſaid 
Countic had taken in, ſhouli beyeelded vp,ſacked, 8 
the wals beaten downeto the ground. All was fullie a> 
greed vpon,but the battering ofthe wals downeto the 
ground,the which the ſaid deputies fayd they had nor 
tn charge ro accord. By this meanes peace fora mo- 
ncth was concluded,at the end whereof the ſaid Lord 
cametothis Cirtie,cicher to proſccute his victorie, or 
cl{e fully to conclude atruce for altogeth-r, | 

Thefaid Lord de Diguieres departed from Nions 
ro cometo Bogencie,which is a fortreſſe that hecau- 
(ed ro be made ſome two miles from'Grenoble,where 
the aſs/guation w3s giuen to mcete the eighth of 
March,to conclude the trace for Daulphine, abour 
the entreating whereot hee ſtaide three weekes, atthe 
Liſt fell tro agreement , they {ſigned and confirmed ir 
with greate ſole:mnytic in the fuburbes of Greno- 
ble. 

Itwas agreed of inthe ſayd truce, thatthoſe of the 
league that entered the Countrie, andwererguolted 
tothe King,ſhoulde paie vato Monſteurde Diguieres 
1 $090. French crawnes, for the entertayning of his 
. companyes,and the one halfe of all tolles,-that was 

geſled toamount to fiftie — adaie, 
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More- 


Moreouer', they'apreed ro paic him's o 00. French: 
crownes,for the entertaining of cettaine Miniſters 8 
other workes of pietic in the ſaid Prouince, The. for- 
ereſſe of Bogenciec &diuerſe other holds that the Lea- 
rs held,being beatE down tothe groiid. ThePrince 
; Yao of Orenge beeing copriſed within the ſaid truce, 
This truce was proclaimed inthe ſaid rown vpon Ea- 
ſter day, the publiſhing of the truce of the ſaid con- 
tie was prorogued , vntill the time that ic was agreed 
vppon. For the Prouince of Languedoc the afſemblie 
was holden at Nyſmes and Lunel,roconclude the ſaid 
rruce,and there 15 good hope they wil confirme it for 
foure yeres. 
Monſieur de Mont-morenciehath bin reeſtabliſhed, 
8 confirmedby the King in his gouernment of Lan- 
guedoc,and hath publiſhed his author1:tie in the ſayde 
Countrie : yet thoſe of the reformed religion woulde 
not permit the ſaide proclamationto bee made in anie 
places that they holde, without abſolute commande- 
-ment fromthe King of Nauarre. The King permitteth 
him to remoue the Parliament of Tholouſe to-Car- 
caſſone,for that thoſe of Tholouſe are Leaguers. Iris 
reported thatthe Citizens of Narbone haue ſhur their 
gates againſt Monſieur de Toyeuſe, and haue ſent for 
Monſieur de Mont-morencic to come, and they will 
receiue him,fecing that it bath pleaſed the King tore- 
eſtabliſh him in his gouernment. As for the Citie ofthe 
' Holy Ghoſt,the Lord Colonnel Alphonſus is looked 
for eyeric day ro thruſt out the companies de Corles 
which arewithin it, andto yeeld it vp into the handes 
of my Lord de Mont-morencie. | 
As for the Countrie of Prouence, the Lord of Vins 
holdeth for the Courtof Parliament, and fo for thoſe 
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ofche League, The Lord de l1 Valette, whohokdert 
for the Kiag,is verie ſtrong,and hath the greareſt pare 
of the ſaid Countrie and of the fortreſſes there. Hee 
cauſed an aſſemblie ofthe ſtates ro bee holden lately, 
where itwas agreed,thatthey ſhouldetake armes, and 
warre againſt the faid court of Parliament, & the Lord 
de Vins : and for that purpoſe they delivered 10000. 
French crownesto the Lord dela Valette. 

The Lord de Mont-brun confederate rothe ſayde 
Lorde de la Valette hath of late ſurpriſed twoverie 
ſtrong fortes in the ſaid Countrie. Monſieur de Dig- 
uicres ſo ſoone as he ſhall haue confirmed the truce in 
this Countrie,thall bring downe the whole campe in- 
to Prouence. ” 

My Ladiede Mont-morencie in the beginning of 
this monerh paſſed ouer the territories of this Cine ro 
gotothe Court,and Monſieur des Diguieres brought 
her two miles onward of her waie. ; 

Oflate we had here the Declaration in print that the 
towne of Lions hath made, how it reſerueth andhot- 
deth itſelferowards and againſt all,vnder the naine 8 
authoritic ofthe King. 

My Lady the Princelle of Lorraine came downe this 
way vpon the riuer ofRoſne, accompanicd with fiftie 
Barges,and kept her Eaſter at Auigaon,from whence 
ſhe is departed this preſent daie toembarke her ſelfe ar 
Marſeille with foure galleies,which ſtay there waitin 
for her,tocondudt her tothe Duke of Florence with 
whom ſhe ſhallnow bee married. Monſieur de, Mont- 
* morency ſtaicd for her 15.daies at Beauquaire,but was 
forced to depart before her coming without ſeing her, 
for that he was ſent for away to Narbona , whither he 
is gone fro Orenge inal haſt, This 2 4.of March. 158g.
